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Council  votes 
on  plan  for 
new  building

Having  long  outgrown  the 
current  Leetsdale  borough 
building  located  on  Broad 
Street,  council  members  hope 
to  have  a  new  structure  built 
within  the  next  two  years. 

"We  are  set  to  vote  on  hir- 
ing an  architect  this  week," 
said  council  president  Linda 
Sovich.  who  added  that 
Hancock  Architecture,  of 
Rochester,  is  the  firm  they 
plan  to  hire  for  the  job. 

Hancock  Architecture  also 
designed  Aleppo  Township's 
municipal  building. 

In  August  2GG2,  Leetsdale 
borough  purchased  land  locat- 
ed off  Broad  Street  for  the 
new  borough  building. 

The  new  borough  complex 
will  house  the  municipal 
offices,  the  police  department 
and  council  chambers.  It  will 
not  include  the  borough  fire 
station,  as  the  current  build- 
ing does. 

"To  include  the  fire  depart- 
ment into  the  borough  build- 
ing is  just  too  expensive,"  said 
Sovich, 

"We  are  trying  to  seek  a 
place  across  the  tracks  in  the 
borough  and  possibly  have  one 
fire  truck  on  this  side  for  our 
residents." 

The  borough  has  begun 
informal  talks  with  Leetsdale 
Industrial  Park  on  the  possi- 
bility of  building  a  new  fire 
department  on  land  in  the 
park.  However,  nothing  is  firm 
as  of  yet. 

Leetsdale  Chief  Ernie 
Logan  said  that  his  preference 
is  to  have  all  fire  equipment 
housed  together,  rather  than 
separated  across  the  tracks. 

"The  borough  is  only  a  mile 
and  a  half  long,  so  I  see  no

Sewage  woes  could  stall  Wal-Mart

Although  contractors  and 
construction  movement  can 
be  seen  around  the  proposed 
site  of  a  $28  million  Wal-Mart 
super-center  to  be  built  at  the 
former  site  of  the  Dixmont 
Hospital  along  Route  65  in 
Kiibuck  Township,  sewage 
issues  may  stop  the  develop- 
ers in  their  tracks. 

Bill  Youngbiood,  executive 
director  of  McCandless  Town- 
ship  Sanitary  Authority  and 
manager  of  the  Lownes  Run 
interceptor,  said  he  plans  to 
file  a  request  for  an  injunction 
to  block  Wal-Mart  developers 
from  using  a  sewage  line 

The  sewage  line  in  question 
is  a  12-inch  line  in  Emsworth 
that  feeds  into  the  Lowries 
Run  Line,  which  serves  sever- 
al North  Hills  communities. 
The  Lowries  Run  Line  then 
feeds  into  an  Alcosan  treat- 
ment chamber. 

The  12-inch  sewage  line 


services  800  homes  in 
Emsworth,  said  Youngbiood. 

"The  12-inch  line  never 
showed  up  on  any  of  the  origi- 
nal drawings  of  utility  lines  in 
the  area;  therefore,  if  we  had- 
n't TV-ed  it,  we  would  have 
shut  down  an  entire  town,"  he 
said. 

He  explained  the  best  sce- 
nario would  be  for  Emsworth 
to  link  the  sewer  line  directly 
into  the  Alcosan  chamber 
where  it  was  originally 
designed. 

Emsworth  officials,  howev- 
er, do  not  have  the  estimated 
$55,000  it  would  cost  to  move 
the  line,  and  Youngbiood  is 
sympathetic  with  the  borough 
to  a  point. 

"They  (Emsworth)  really 
got  hit  hard  by  the  remnants 
of  Ivan  last  year,  so  they  don't 
have  the  money,"  he  said. 

"I  do  know  they  have 
applied  for  a  PennWorks 
grant  for  the  project.  Ems- 
worth has  limited  ability." 


He  added  that  his  concern 
is  solely  with  the  sewage  line, 
and  he  has  no  opinion  on 
whether  or  not  the  Wal-Mart 
will  be  built. 

"We  have  contractual  obli- 
gations with  communities 
upstream.  For  now,  mere  is  no 
way  to  convey  sewage  on  the 
proposed  Wal-Mart  site,"  said 
Youngbiood. 

He  said  that  until  the 
sewage  line  dilemma  is 
resolved,  no  occupancy  per- 
mit can  be  issued. 

It  is  no  secret  the  proposed 
Wal-Mart  has  been  a  hotbed  of 
controversy  for  the  last  few 
years.  Traffic  congestion, 
storm  water  run-off  concerns 
and  other  issues  have  pushed 
ASC  Developers  and  the  Wal- 
Mart  project  back  from  the 
start. 

The  super  center  is  slated 
to  open  in  May  of  2007,  but 
with  this  latest  snag  regard- 
ing sewage  lines,  another 
delay  could  prove  irnminent.

Sometimes  dull  and  uneventful 
can  be  a  good  thing. 
That  is,  if  you're  a  police 

officer. 

"I  tend  to  look  at  a  boring  shift  to 
mean  we  are  doing  our  job  and  doing 
something  right  in  the  community," 
says  Tim  Marshall,  Edgeworth 
police  officer. 

With  his  trim  build  and  energetic 
demeanor,  one  would  think  Marshall 
was  a  rookie  on  the  police  force.  At 
53,  however,  he  has  been  an  officer 
with  the  Edgeworth  Police  Depart- 
ment for  20  years. 

As  I  rode  along  with  him  on  a  day 
shift  last  week,  he  explained  he  did- 
n't have  that  burning  desire  to  be  a 
cop  at  a  young  age  as  is  sometimes 
the  case. 

"This  job  kind  of  found  me,"  he 
says,  laughing. 

After  graduating  high  school, 
Marshall  went  to  college  for  a  year 
before  he  enlisted  in  the  Air  Force 
Reserve. 

"I  almost  went  to  Vietnam.  I  had 
my  orders  cut  and  everything  but 
ended  up  not  needing  to  go.  During 
my  time  with  the  Reserve,  I  trained 
as  an  MP  and  found  out  that  I  liked 
being  a  police  officer." 

Patrolling  through  the  one  and 
one-half  mile  square  borough, 
Marshall  waves  at  residents  out  rak- 
ing the  fall  leaves  on  an  unseason- 
ably warm  day.  Spotting  a  couple 
walking  their  dog,  he  pulls  his  vehi- 
cle up  to  the  sidewalk. 

"Good  morning.  Boy,  she  sure  is 
getting  big,"  Marshall  tells  the  cou- 
ple, referring  to  their  auburn  retriev- 
er, Lani. 

"I  remember  when  she  used  to  be 
a  baby  pup  and  just  jumped  ail  over 
the  place." 

Smiling,  the  couple  agrees  and 
says  she  is  a  joy  to  have. 

As  he  pulls  away,  Marshall  tells  of 
his  own  love  for  dogs.  He  and  his 
wife,  Jean,  have  a  St.  Bernard  Lab 
mix  named  Abby. 

"That's  one  of  the  nice  things 
about  working  in  a  smaller  commu- 
nity. You  have  that  one-on-one  touch 
with  people.  You  pretty  much  know 
most  residents  by  their  first  names 
and  they  know  yours.  Having  that 
kind  of  rapport  is  essential  because 
they  know  they  can  come  to  any  one 
of  us  at  the  police  department  and 
trust  us  to  help  them." 

As  we  continue  our  patrol,  the 
grainy  voice  of  the  dispatcher  breaks 
in  periodically  on  Marshall's  radio. 

The  calls  are  nothing  out  of  the 
ordinary.  One  is  for  a  safety  check  on 
an  individual  walking  along  Route  65

and  another  is  for  expired  tags  on  a 
vehicle. 

"That's  it?"  I  thought.  "No  burgla- 
ries or  other  felonies?  No  high  speed 
chase  to  catch  a  bad  guy  to  get  the 
old  blood  pumping  and  leave  me  with 
a  story  of  a  lifetime?" 

I  admit  it.  I  felt  cheated. 

Making  our  way  up  the  wind- 
ing, hilly  back  roads  of  Edgeworth, 
the  fall  foliage  was  breathtaking  but 
unfortunately,  not  news-breaking. 

"Have  you  ever  used  your  gun?"  I 
ask  him. 

"No,  and  I  would  much  prefer  that 
I  would  retire  and  never  have  to  use 
it." 

"What  is  the  most  memorable 
case  you've  worked  on  as  a  police 
officer?" 

He  apologizes  for  not  having  an 
answer  right  away  for  me,  but  says 
he  will  think  about  it. 

"I  won't  sit  here  and  tell  vou  we've 
never  had  crime  in  Edgeworth 
because  that  would  be  a  darn  lie,"  he 
says,  sniiiing.  Yet  crime  is  at  a  mini- 
mum in  the  borough. 

With  each  winding  road  in  the  bor- 
ough, Marshall  makes  a  point  of 
turning  down  a  few  long  driveways 
where  homes  are  nestled  back  from 
any  passersby. 

One  of  his  duties  is  to  check  on  a 
home  for  vacationing  residents. 

"We  park  the  car,  get  out  and  walk 
the  perimeter  of  the  house  and  make 
sure  all  windows  and  doors  are 
secure,"  says  Marshall. 

He  also  talks  about  the  "reverse 
911"  system  the  borough  has  in  place. 
It  sends  a  mass  recorded  message 
out  to  the  roughly  1,700  residents  in 


Edgeworth  to  inform  them  of  any 
pertinent  happenings  in  the  commu- 
nity. 

Over  the  summer  there  was  a 
rash  of  items  being  stolen  from  vehi- 
cles. 

"We  were  able  to  send  out  a  mes- 
sage to  all  residents  to  lock  up  their 
vehicles  and  stay  alert  to  anything 
out  of  the  ordinary." 

The  suspect  involved  was  eventu- 
ally arrested  in  Franklin  Township. 

Making  our  way  down  Route  65,  a 
highway  known  for  excessive  speed 
use  and  accidents,  Marshall's  patrol 
car  begins  to  pick  up  speed. 

.  As  we  weave  in  and  out  of  traffic, 
my  mind  is  delirious  with  thoughts  of 
who  or  what  we  were  in  pursuit  of. 

"This  is  it!  This  is  the  block- 
buster event  I  was  waiting  for! !  No 
sirens  turned  on  yet,  but  they're  com- 
ing. I  can  feel  it!" 

As  soon  as  it  had  started,  it  ended. 
Marshall  pulled  behind  a  tractor 
trailer  at  a  stop  light. 

"That  truck  had  its  four-ways  on," 
he  says,  gesturing  to  the  rear  of  the 
truck. 

"Usually  that's  a  sign  they  have  no 
brake  lights,  but  it  appears  that 
everything  is  in  working  order." 

Then  it  hit  me.  From  the  moment 
I  got  into  Marshall's  patrol  car,  the 
big  news  story  I  had  hoped  to  break 
had  been  right  under  my  nose. 

It  didn't  involve  pulling  a  gun  or  a 
high-speed  chase.  There  was  no 
missing  child  to  be  found  or  felony  in 
progress.  At  least  not  on  this  day. 

No,  the  breaking  story  was  the 
Edgeworth  Police  Department  and 
police  officers  like  Marshall,  who  not 


only  ensure  a  community  is  safe,  but 
in  the  process,  also  take  the  time  to 
get  to  know  the  residents. 

From  the  time  Marshall  got  into 
bis  patrol  car,  he  was  talking  to  me, 
but  bis  eyes  never  ceased  to  scan  the 
streets,  looking  for  even  the  smallest 
sign  something  might  be  amiss. 

"People  see  us  riding  around  and 
think,  'Boy,  that's  an  easy  job.'  But 
it's  not.  With  each  turn  you  have  to 
pay  attention  to  your  surroundings," 
says  Marshall. 

"My  wife  calls  it  'cop  driving'," 
Marshall  says  with  a  laugh,  admit- 
ting he  has  a  hard  time  turning  the 
trait  off  when  he  isn't  on  duty. 

Marshall  is  more  than  capable 
of  handling  any  serious  situation  he 
may  encounter.  A  competitor  at  the 
Beaver  Valley  Rifle  and  Pistol  Club, 
Marshall  is  also  the  firearms  instruc- 
tor for  his  police  department  and  oth- 
ers in  the  Quaker  Valley  region. 

He  also  is  trained  as  a  motor  car- 
rier inspector.  One  of  only  200 
throughout  Pennsylvania,  Marshall 
ensures  that  commercial  motor  vehi- 
cles are  current  on  their  physical 
inspections  and  also  checks  drivers' 
logs  to  verify  they  are  up  to  date. 

Equally  important  are  the  com- 
munity outreach  programs  Marshall 
and  other  police  officers  take  part  in. 

Whether  it's  the  McGruff 
Safehouse  Program  for  children  or 
monitoring  traffic  when  school  lets 
out,  Marshall  says  this  interaction 
with  the  community  is  invaluable, 
and  his  response  to  my  previous 
question  as  to  his  most  memorable 
case  reaffirms  this. 

He  recalls  an  incident  where  a 
parent  in  the  borough  came  to  the 
police  and  told  them  she  was  con- 
cerned about  something  she  had  seen 
that  appeared  out  of  sorts  —  an  older 
individual  and  a  younger  child  were 
seen  together  on  several  occasions. 

The  adult  and  child  weren't  relat- 
ed and  something  about  the  situation 
didn't  seem  right  to  this  parent. 

"We  ended  up  confronting  the 
older  individual,  who  was  just  trying 
to  be  nice  to  the  child.  It  diffused  a 
situation  that  had  the  potential  to 
possibly  escalate."  _ 

Marshall  saw  positives  in  this.  Not 
only  was  a  resident  alert  to  possible 
criminal  activity,  but  she  knew  and 
trusted  the  police  in  her  community 
to  confide  in  them. 

"Each  day  is  its  own  and  you 
never  know  what  you'll  get  into.  But 
if  we  can  take  a  proactive  approach 
to  safety  in  our  community,  it  makes 
all  the  difference."

Logan  said  the  borough  build- 
ing that  houses  the  fire  station 
now  has  only  one  bay  for  two  fire 
trucks,  and  another  piece  of  fire 
apparatus  must  sit  outside. 
Council  chambers  are  squeezed 
in  behind  the  fire  department 
bay  for  monthly  council  meet- 
ings. 

Logan  said  he  would  like  to 
see  a  five-bay  fire  station  built  in 
the  borough. 

"We  would  occupy  four  of  the 
bays  and  Allegheny  County  HAZ- 
MAT  as  well  as  Valley  Ambu- 
lance have  expressed  interest  in 
occupying  the  remaining  bay  of 
the  rev/  fire  station,"  said  Logan.

Driveway  issue  resolved  with  amendment

Sewickley  council  voted  to  amend 
the  borough's  driveway  ordinance  to 
include  wording  that  would  provide 
less  stringent  requirements  in  regards 
to  governor's  driveways  at  a  second 
public  hearing  last  month. 

The  issue  of  amending  the  driveway 
ordinance  has  been  a  lengthy  and  cost- 
ly one,  both  for  the  borough  and  Eric 
and  Melanie  Werner. 

The  Werners,  who  live  on  Beaver 
Street,  have  been  in  litigation  with  the 
Sewickley  Zoning  Hearing  Board  for 
months  over  their  request  to  build  a 
governor's  driveway  in  front  of  their 
newly  constructed  home. 

A  governor's  driveway  is  a  semi-cir- 
cular drive,  usually  located  in  front  of 
a  structure,  that  has  an  exit/entry 
point  at  either  end. 

The  contention  regarding  a  gover- 
nor's driveway  was  whether  or  not  it 
should  be  included  or  removed  as  part 
of  a  lot  structure. 

Some  members  of  the  borough  plan- 
ning commission  were  opposed  to  gov- 
ernor's drivewavs  because  thev 
deemed  that  it  would  take  up  too  much 
green  space  on  a  piece  of  property. 


Council  and  planning  commission 
member  Susan  Aleshire,  who  staunch- 
ly opposed  the  amendment  of  the 
driveway  ordinance,  said,  "The  plan- 
ning commission  would  like  to  see  the 
ordinance  more  forcefully  include  gov- 
ernor's driveways  under  the  new 
draft" 

Attorney  Joel  Aaronson,  who  repre- 
sented the  Werners  told  council  that 
because  there  were  only  45  lots  in  the 
entire  borough  of  Sewickley  that  had 
dimensions  where  a  governor's  drive- 
way could  be  put  in,  amending  the 
ordinance  was  not  going  to  "cause  the 
paving  over  of  the  borough." 

"No  one  will  run  out  and  cement 
over  their  green  space,"  said 
Aaronson. 

.  Eric  Werner  told  council  he  is  sur- 
prised by  all  of  the  trouble  that  their 
request  for  a  governor's  driveway  has 
caused. 

Werner  explained  that,  although 
they  like  the  aesthetics  of  a  governor's 
driveway,  the  primary  reason  for  then- 
request  was  due  to  safety.  Entering 
and  exiting  their  residence  along 


Beaver  Street  was  difficult,  said 
Werner,  due  to  the  large  volume  of 
vehicle  and  pedestrian  traffic  along 
the  roadway. 

"Especially  on  Sundays,  it  is  tough 
to  get  in  and  out  of  our  driveway.  There 
is  church  parking  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  and  we  don't  mind  that  at  all. 
We  just  want  us,  as  well  as  our  family 
and  friends,  to  be  able  to  enter  and  exit 
our  home  safely." 

Councilmember  Reggie  Bridges 
said  the  litigation  over  one  driveway 
was  costing  borough  residents. 

"What  is  to  gain  by  stopping  them 
from  putting  in  a  governor's  driveway. 
What  is  the  problem?  It's  a  driveway 
and  it's  their  home  Why  the  fear?  Why 
technically  take  away  the  enjoyment 
that  they  want  from  their  home,  unless 
there  is  some  envy  or  jealousy 
involved?"  said  Bridges. 

Council  president  Don  Kipke  agreed 
that  there  are"  very  few  situations 
where  residents  can  have  a  governor's 
driveway  and  said  too  much  time  and 
money  had  been  spent  on  the  matter. 

Amendment  of  the  driveway  ordi- 
nance to  remove  the  governor's  drive- 
way as  part  of  a  lot  structure  passed 
by  a  council  vote  of  5  to  3,  with  coun- 
cilmember William  Cornman  absent.

Veteran's  book  a  history  of  struggle,  triump

Racial  injustice,  confusion,  tur- 
moil, joy,  disappointment,  perse- 
verance, love  and  ultimate  tri- 
umph all  play  a  part  in  Kenneth 
Whitlock's   2000   book,  "Breaking 
Barriers." 

For  Whitlock,  Allegheny  County's 
first  African  American  Marine  veter- 
an, the  soul-baring  book  reveals  the 
uncountable  obstacles  he  overcame  in 
military  duty  and  civilian  life. 

Whitlock  was  born  in  Sewickley  in 
1920,  raised  in  the  town  and  now  lives 
in  Allison  Park. 

But  Whitlock  grew  up  in  a  segre- 
gated world,  where  African  Ameri- 
cans were  just  not  welcome. 

"We  couldn't  go  to  the  movies 
or  even  the  YMCA's  grass.  This  wasn't 
just  Sewickley,  it  was  all  of  Allegheny 
County,"  Whitlock  explains. 

"We  weren't  even  allowed  to  try  on 
shoes.  Women  weren't  allowed  to  try 
on  dresses  or  even  go  to  most  parts  of 
Pittsburgh.  We  weren't  allowed  to  go 
to  the  Sewickley  Theatre  at  all;  we 
had  to  go  to  Coraopolis. " 

Whitlock  escaped  from  persecution 
by  immersing  himself  in  sports. 

"I  followed  my  father's  footsteps, 
athletic  all  the  way,"  Whitlock  says.  "I 
played  baseball,  but  my  sport  was 
football" 

Whitlock  earned  an  athletic  schol-

arship  to  Virginia  State  College  for 
Negroes  and  was  known  for  being  a 
triple  threat. 

Several  people  would  come  to  the 
field  early,  just  to  watch  him  warm 
up.  He  was  fast  and  he  could  catch, 
but  his  forte  was  undoubtedly  his 
punting  ability. 

He  was  rated  as  the  best  kicker 
in  the  country  at  one  time,  with  his 
longest  punt  traveling  98  yards. 

"I'm  on  the  second  %  ;rd  line  and 


I'm  in  the  back,"  Whitlock  recalls. 

"It  was  raining  and  the  wind  was  in 
my  favor.  The  ball  went  up  and  down 
the  line;  the  safety  was  running  back 
but  decided  he  wasn't  going  to  touch 
that  ball.  It  rolled  to  the  second  yard 
line." 

The  96-yard  record-breaking  ball 
now  sits  at  the  Western  Pennsylvania 
Sports  Museum  at  the  Senator  John 
Heinz'  Pittsburgh  Regional  History 
Center  along  with  Whitlock's  bronzed 


game  shoes. 

Being  known  for  his  athletic  abili- 
ties was  a  blessing  and  a  curse  at  the 
same  time. 

As  an  agricultural  education 
major,  Whitlock  struggled  with  a  lot 
of  his  classes.  He  knew  very  little 
about  the  aspects  of  farming  as 
opposed  to  several  of  his  classmates, 
most  of  whom  had  grown  up  on  farms. 

"Everyone  was  asking  me,  'Why 
are  you  majoring  in  agriculture? 
You're  an  athlete'  At  that  time,  all 
athletes  were  physical  education 
majors.  I  insisted  on  keeping  my 
major  though,"  Whitlock  says. 

"I  was  going  to  be  a  farmer. 
Well,  everyone  ran  circles  around  me 
because  I  knew  nothing  about  agricul- 
ture." 

Nonetheless,  teachers  would  give 
him  special  allowances  and  higher 
grades  than  he  daserved  because  of 
his  popularity  on  the  field. 

While  this  pleased  him  at  the  time, 
Whitlock  now  sees  this  as  a  deficit 
because  he  could  have  done  much  bet- 
ter in  school  if  he  had  felt  more  pres- 
sure to  try. 

After  college,  Whitlock  worked  at 
Fort  Lee  where  he  encountered  more 
racial  intolerance.  He  first  worked  as 
a  mess  man  in  a  segregated  hospital 
but  soon  became  a  Marine. 

Whitlock  fought  for  the  rights  of  his

black  troops,  particularly  in 
the  deep  South  where  he  fre- 
quently encountered  racism. 

"People  in  the  South  were 
used  to  disrespecting  blacks, 
but  they  weren't  used  to  disre- 
specting Marines,  *  Whitlock 
explains.  "So  when  they  saw 
me,  they  weren't  really  sure 
what  to  do.7*  - 

Whitlock  ordered  his  Afri- 
can American  troops  to  enter 
through  the  front  doors, 
where  only  whites  were  sup- 
posed to  enter  and  told  them 
to  buy  magazines  from  the 
white  magazine  stands  if  they 
couldn't  find  the  reading 
material  that  they  wanted  in 
the  African  American  sec- 
tion. 

During  this  time, 
Whitlock  had  married  and 
had  three  children,  but  his 
wife  died  prematurely  of 
heart  failure  in  the  late  1970s. 

"When  I  married  my  sec- 
ond wife,  I  said  to  myself,  (I 
need  to  change  majors  to  ath- 
letics.' 

"I  decided  to  get  my  mas- 
ter's degree  in  secondary  edu- 
cation and  I  really  wanted  to

be  a  coach." 

Whitlock  was  told  that 
there  weren't  any  openings  at 
the  nearby  Virginia  schools 
and  ended  up  being  a  supervi- 
sor for  six  elementary 
schools.  - 

"I  had  to  learn  how  to 
square  dance  and  teach  little 
kids  how  to  bounce  a  ball,"  he 
recalled. 

After  three  years  in  a 
supervisory  position,  Whit- 
lock was  called  in  for  a  meet-  . 
ing  with  the  superintendent, 
who  expressed  interest  in  giv- 
ing him  a  job  as  a  principal. 

Whitlock  was  shinned 
because  he  felt  under-:,  .ai- 
fied  compared  to  some  of  the 
other  candidates. 

Another  candidate  he  was 
competing  with  had  a  doctor- 
ate, but  the  superintendent 
repeated  the  offer  and 
Whitlock  took  the  job. 

He  became  the  principal  in 
a  brand-new  school  two 
blocks  away  from  Richmond 
and  started  a  program  for 
advanced  children,  which  was 
fairly  uncommon  at  that  time. 
When  Whitlock  became  the 
principal  in  Fairfax,  he  took 
his  program  with  him. 

"At  my  schools,  tiie  chil- 
dren wanted  to  come  to  school 
even  when  they  were  sick. « 
The  students  were  satisfied  fc 
and  so  were  their  parents1: 

"The  teachers  were  tickled - 
pink  because  the  grades  of  the 
students  were  very  high;  they 
really  achieved  a  lot." 

Local  papers  used  to  write 
about  Whitlock's  schools  and 


programs  until  other  princi- 
pals started  to  complain. 

"They'd  say,  'All  they  do  is 
write  about  the  Whitlock 
school.'  Of  course,  that's 
because  they  weren't  doing  a 
gosh-darned  thing. 

"I  said  fine,  but  I'm  going 
to  keep  doing  what  I  have  to 
do." 

Originally,  Whitlock  was 
going  to  write  a  book  primari- 
ly about  athletics  but  quickly 
changed  his  mind. 

"After  I  saw  what  I  had 
accomplished  in  the  school 
systems,  I  had  to  write  about 
that.  I  was  really  proud  of 
what  I  was  doing/ 

Whitlock  hopes  his  book 
will  impact  people  in  multiple 
ways. 

"I  hope  (my  book)  will  give 
teachers  ideas  on  how  to  bet- 
ter inspire  students  to  learn, 
and  even  how  teachers  can 
grow  by  doing  something  out 
of  the  ordinary." 

He  also  has  hopes  that  his 
book  will  make  a  diff  erence  in 
younger  generations. 

"Young  people  don't  know 
what  went  on  in  the  past.  It's 
important  for  all  races  to 
know  what  happened  because 
racism  is  still  going  on  today. 

"What  I  want  is  for  kids  to 
think.  Just  to  think."

ORAL  CLEPT1NG 

Q:  What  is  oral  clefting? 

A:  Oral  clefts  are  birth  defects 
that  occur  when  tissues  of  a 
fetus's  Hp  and/or  palate  don't 
grow  together  normally. 
Children  bom  with  a  cleft  Hp  or 
palate  are  generally  more 
susceptible  to  colds,  speech 
defects,  hearing  loss  and  any 
number  of  dental  problems.  The 
good  news  is  that  treatment  for 
cleft  lips  and  palates  has 
progressed  considerably  over  the 
years.  Your  dentist,  of  course,  is 
a  key  person  in  the  team  that 
would  normally  be  put  together 
to  treat  an  infant  with  oral 
clefting.  The  team  might  also 
include  an  ear,  nose  and  throat 
doctor,  a  speech  pathologist,  a 
plastic  surgeon  and  an 
audiologlst.  Surgery  to  repair  a 
cleft  lip  or  palate  will  usually  be 
performed  during  the  first  year 
of  life.  It  often  takes  one  surgery 
to  repair  a  cleft  lip,  especially  if 
the  cleft  is  unilateral,,  meaning 
the  cleft  is  on  only  one  side  of 
the  mouth.  Cleft  palate  can 
require  multiple  surgeries  during 
the  first  18  years  of  life.  Talk 
with  your  dentist  about  any 
questions  you  might  have  about 
cleft  lips  or  palates.

Students  advance  career  hopes  at  Parkway  West

Shawnna  Zimmerman  chose  to 
attend  Parkway  West  Career 
and  Technology  Center  to  fulfill 
her  dream  of  becoming  an  emer- 
gency medical  technician,  a  dream 
she  has  planned  on  pursuing  from  a 
very  young  age. 

;  "When  my  dad  died,  I  watched  the 
EMT's  and  it  just  inspired  me  to  do 
it,"  Zimmerman  explains. 

Only  a  Junior,  Quaker  Valley  High 
School's  Zimmerman  is  already  a 
certified  EMT,  but  won't  be  able  to 
Join  the  search  and  rescue  team  until 
she  is  an  adult. 

In  the  protective  services  pro- 
gram, Zimmerman  learns  more  than 
just  emergency  medical  safety  edu- 
cation, she  also  learns  law  enforce- 
ment, emergency  management  and 
fu*efighting  rescue  and  must  meet 
proficiency  levels  in  every  area. 

Zimmerman's  class  is  currently 
undergoing  firefighting  rescue  tech- 
niques by  turning  their  classroom 
into  a  simulated  fire  zone. 

With  the  students  dressed  in  fire- 
fighting  gear,  they  tear  through  the 
pitch-black  room,  searching  for  sur- 
vivors. Teacher  Brock  Snedeker 
doesn't  make  it  easy  for  them;  he's 
training  his  students  for  real  emer- 
gency situations. 

"We  usually  have  someone  lying 
around  and  the  kids  will  come  and 
search  for  them  using  different  tech- 
niques," Snedeker  says. 

"(We  turn  all  of  the  lights  out) 
because  when  you're  in  a  fire,  you 
can't  see,  so  the  darker  it  is,  the  bet- 
ter simulation  it  makes." 

Snedeker's  students  will 
train  for  two  or  three  weeks,  and 
when  he's  convinced  they're  properly 
educated,  the  class  will  move  on  to 
another  program  focus. 

Tracey  Marschik,  the  co-op  coor- 
dinator for  Parkway,  believes  the 
school  offers  a  multitude  of  benefi- 
cial programs,  and  gives  them  a 
head  start  on  preparation  for  a  job 
after  high  school. 

Even  if  a  student  chooses  to 
attend  college  in  a  completely  differ- 
ent field,  they  always  have  the  option 
of  falling  back  on  the  skills  obtained 
at  the  vocational  school. 

"A  lot  of  our  students  do  go  to  post- 
secondary  school,"  Marschik  says. 
"They'll  receive  certifications  in  the 
area  that  they're  training  in  (at 
Parkway)  and  can  receive  a  number 
of  certifications  while  they're  in 
school 

"They  may  start  out  in  their  indus- 
try and  at  that  point,  they  may  con- 
tinue to  go  on  with  their  education,

because  a  lot  of  businesses  will  pay 
for  them  to  go  back  to  school." 

Zimmerman  is  included  in  those 
who  want  to  go  to  college. 

While  she  has  full  intentions  of 
being  an  EMT,  she  already  has  plans 
to  go  to  Francis  Marion  University  to 
be  a  math  teacher.  While  she's  not 
sure  how  she'll  balance  the  two,  she's 
hoping  to  work  as  an  EMT  in  the 
summer,  when  students  are  on  vaca- 


tion. 

Quaker  Valley's  Erica  Mancini  is 
on  the  road  to  becoming  a  cosmetol- 
ogist. As  a  child,  Mancini  spent  hours 
braiding  and  styling  her  sister's  and 
friends'  hair,  prompting  many  to 
encourage  her  to  pursue  a  career  in 
the  field. 

Mancini  came  to  Parkway  to  get 
started  early.  She  and  other  cosme- 
tology students  take  the  expected

classes  on  hair,  nails  and  skin  servic- 
es, but  equally  important  are  the 
courses  in  anatomy,  physiology  and 
the  relevant  state  laws. 

After  successful  completion  of 
1,250  hours  in  the  program,  Mancini 
will  be  eligible  to  take  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Board  of  Cosmetology 
Examination.  Upon  passing  the  test, 
she  will  receive  her  certification. 

Mancini  feels  the  best  part  of 
her  program  is  the  hands-on  experi- 
ence. ; 

"It's  a  good  experience  because 
you  really  learn  a  lot  and  it's  more 
than  just  sitting  down  in  class  and 
reading  a  book,"  Mancini  explains. 
"You  actually  get  to  do  stuff." 

Upon  graduation,  Mancini  plans 
to  attend  a  cosmetology  school,  such 
as  the  Empire  Beauty  School,  or  take 
a  business  course  at  a  community 
college. 

Chris  Swan  is  in  the  drafting  and 
design  program.  While  his  true 
desire  is  to  be  a  movie  animator,  he 
believes  drafting  is  a  good  back-up 
career. 

.  Not  a  fan  of  the  demanding  core 
classes  taught  at  Quaker  Valley  High 
School,  Swan  tried  drafting  and  dis- 
covered how  naturally  it  came  to 
him. 

"It's  easy  because  you  just  have 
three  classes  in  the  morning  and  you 
come  over  here,"  Swan  says. 

"You  have  no  homework  (in 
the  drafting  program)  and  you  don't 
have  a  deadline.  You  just  get  it  done 
on  your  own  time/5 

Swan  and  his  classmates  are 
learning  how  to  prepare  detailed 
drawings  in  the  structural,  piping, 
mechanical,  mapping,  electrical, 
architectural  and  landscaping  fields. 
The  students  use  traditional  drawing 
methods  at  first,  then  advance  to 
Auto  CAD  (Computer- Aided  Draft- 
ing;. 

Swan  will  most  likely  be  able  to 
get  a  drafting  job  straight  out  of 
school  and  if  he  chooses  to  go  to  col- 
lege, he'll  be  able  to  get  some  credits 
out  of  the  way  through  his  training. 

Nick  Baker  has  hked  cars  since  he 
was  a  little  boy,  a  passion  given  to 
him  by  his  father,  and  enjoys  spend- 
ing Ms  days  in  the  automotive  tech- 
nology program  at  Parkway  more 
than  his  former  full  days  at  Quaker 
Valley. 

"I'd  rather  come  here  because  I 
can  learn  something  that  I  can  take 
into  a  business  with  me,"  Baker  says. 
KI  want  to  start  my  own." 

The  automotive  technology  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  hardest  offered, 
partially  because  of  the  teacher,

Eidam  begins  his  classes 
with  a  heavy  load  of  academ- 
ics to  promote  his  programs, 
so  students  will  know  if  the 
program  is  for  them  right 
from  the  beginning. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
the  automotive  industry  isn't 
just  about  getting  your  hands 
dirty  anymore.  ItTs  also  about 
knowing  how  to  diagnose  the 
problems  and  knowing  how7  to 
use  the  computers. 

The  program  is  certi- 
fied by  the  National  Automo- 
tive Technician's  Education 
Foundation  (NATEF),  which 
is  the  educational  branch  of 
the  National  Institute  for 
Automotive  %  Service  Excel- 
lence, the  certifying  agency 
for  automotive  technicians. 

Because  of  the  certifica- 
tion, standards  are  set  high 
for  the  students,  but  they  don't 
come  without  rewards. 

Baker  will  be  eligible  to 
work  in  an  apprenticeship 
program  in  an  auto  dealer- 
ship under  the  supervision  of 
an  experienced  mechanic.  If 
he  makes  a  two-year  commit- 
ment to  the  dealership,  the 
dealership  will  guarantee  him 
a  job. 

Baker's  dream  job  is  to  be 
able  to  work  with  the  newest 
cars  but  still  be  able  to  work 
on  the  older  versions. 

"It's  a  hard  class,  but  if  you 
stick  with  it,  it  pays  off  in  the 
end,"  Baker  says. 

Parkway  Wast  CTC 

offers  free  classes  to  12  area 
high  schools,  and  offers  12  dif- 
ferent technical  programs, 
including  auto  body,  automo- 
tive technology,  business  tech- 
nology, computer  technology, 
construction,  cosmetology, 
drafting  and  design,  culinary 
arts,  travel  and  hospitality, 
health  assistant,  machine  tool 
technology  and  protective 
services. 

Students  are  usually  intro- 
duced to  Parkway  through 
presentations  in  middle 
school,  but  the  vocational 
school  continues  to  put  up  dis- 
plays at  the  high  schools  and 
sends  out  newsletters  to 
prospective  students  in  order 
to  inform  the  parents  about 
the  school's  services  as  well.

The  school  also  hosts  an 
open  house  in  March  for 
potential  students  and  their 
families. 

Zimmerman  believes  if 
students  have  an  interest  in 
technological  programs  or 
are  merely  curious,  they 
should  give  Parkway  a  shot. 

"You  learn  a  lot  of  new 
things  and  meet  a  lot  of  new 
people.  It's  not  the  same  bor- 
ing people  you  see  every  day 
at  your  regular  school,"  she 
says. 

"Come  shadow  for  a  day 
and  you'll  really  get  to  know 
what  we  do."

What  can  sour  a  WPIAL  gold?  How 
about  flipping  off  the  losing  team? 

It's  hard  to  tell  what  prompted  a 
Sewiekley  Academy  freshman  to  offer  a 
double  faux  pas  toward  the  Seton- 
LaSalie  bench  after  his  team  won  the 
championship,  2-1,  Saturday  at  Eliza- 
beth Forward.

All  high  school  athletes,  regardless 
of  what  town  they  hail  from,  what  color 
they  are,  how  old  they  are,  etc.,  deserve 
respect.  :

The  freshman  may  have  had  his  rea- 
sons for  flipping  off  Seton-LaSalle,  but 
his  actions  were  not  in  the  best  interest 
of  anyone  —  especially  himself.

Check  the  weather  condi- 
tions before  you  leave  and  use 
sound  judgment.  If  you  get 
caught  in  a  sudden  blizzard, 
stay  in  your  car.  Do  not  idle 
your  car  for  long ,  stretches  of 
time  to  keep  warm.
